IT’S ANYONE’S GUESS HOW LONG IT WILL TAKE JURORS TO DECIDE BLAGO’S FATE

A jury began deliberating the fate of former 
Gov Rod Blagojevich on Wednesday in a 25th- 
floor room in the Dirksen U.S. Courthouse 
equipped with a few creature comforts: a re- 
frigerator, private bathrooms and a view of 
Lake Michigan. 

In all likelihood, the six women and six men 
who will carefully weigh weeks of evidence 
have become something of a family— expe- 
riencing irritations with each other and then 
forgiving them, building relationships that 
may last beyond the historic trial. 

In the end, jury consultants and others say 
the jurors will reach a verdict they know they 
will have to defend with relatives, friends and 
co-workers. 

“So they want to come away with the feel- 
ing that, whatever they tell people, people will 
hold them in high esteem because they made 
a fair and just decision,” said Richard Waites, a 
jury consultant in Chicago. 

That is all the more true, Waites said, be- 
cause the former governor is such a high-pro- 
file defendant. 


“They realize they are under a microscope,” 
said Waites, a lawyer and psychologist who 
is CEO of The Advocates, a trial consulting 
firm. “They know that whatever decision they 
make the/ll be held accountable.” 

There is, of course, no way to tell how long 
the jury may take to reach a verdict. But the 
task before them is considerable: Blagojevich 
faces 24 counts of corruption, and there is a 
second defendant, Blagojevich’s brother, Rob- 
ert, who is charged with four counts. During 
the past two months, dozens of undercover re- 
cordings were played in court and several for- 
mer advisers to the ex-governor were among 
27 witnesses to testify 

Perhaps the most apt comparison would 
be the six-month trial of George Ryan, also a 
former governor, who was convicted of cor- 
ruption in 2006. Ryan’s jury was embroiled 
in controversy during deliberations after the 
judge removed two panelists, added alternates 
and ordered deliberations restarted. The jury 
then took ii days to convict Ryan. 

After selecting a leader, the Blagojevich ju- 
rors may try to quickly gauge how they view 


the evidence. They might even take an infor- 
mal vote. After all, the jury consultants said, 
it is likely they already had begun to weigh in 
their own minds some of the evidence before 
deliberations began. 

In Ryan’s trial, when the jury got down to 
business, they did something else, according 
to one juror: They gossiped just a little. 

“There was stuff we all wanted to comment 
on, stuff that was strange or funny or you 
wouldn’t believe,” said Karen James of Oak 
Lawn, who served on Ryan’s jury ‘And going 
into that room, it’s the first you’re able to talk 
about everything.” 

For the Blagojevich jury among the ques- 
tions it may consider is the former governor’s 
decision not to testify after his attorneys origi- 
nally told jurors that he would take the witness 
stand. In closing arguments, Blagojevich’s law- 
yer blamed the reversal on the weakness of the 
prosecution’s evidence, and Wednesday U.S. 
District Judge James Zagel told jurors not to 
hold the former governor’s decision against 
him. But the decision likely comes with some 
cost, said Ronald Allen, a Northwestern Uni- 


versity Law School professor. 

“Jurors will try to do what the judge tells 
them to do,” Allen said. “But you can’t negate 
natural reasoning processes. Everyone in the 
courtroom knows that there’s one person who 
knows what happened, and that’s the defen- 
dant. ... So you can’t help but expect that per- 
son to testify It’s the dog that didn’t bark.” 

In most cases, jurors announce a verdict 
as soon as they reach one. But in some cases, 
especially high-profile ones, they may take a 
night to sleep on it, said William Healy a for- 
mer Cook County assistant state’s attorney 
who is vice president of the Chicago office of 
the jury consulting firm DecisionQuest. 

In Ryan’s trial, for instance, jurors reached 
their verdict on the last day before the Easter 
weekend. But they did not announce their ver- 
dict until court resumed the next Monday 

“We pretty much came to a conclusion that 
last day” James said. “But we decided to let 
him have Easter weekend and let us have it. 
And we wanted to make sure we were all com- 
fortable with it. You have to live with it the 
rest of your life.”

U.S. District Judge James Zagel has kept under wraps the identities of jurors in 
former Gov Rod Blagojevich’s trial, referring to them by number only But for the 
first time Wednesday, the judge disclosed that the 12 with the lowest-number desig- 
nations— the first ones picked— will be deciding Blagojevich’s fate. Five alternates 
remain in the wings if any of the jurors withdraw during deliberations.

Auburn Gresham saw three homicides in four 
days last week, a RedEye analysis of prelimi- 
nary police data found. 

On Saturday, a 20-year-old man was shot 
to death in the 8700 block of South Emerald 
Avenue, police said. 

Earlier in the week, a man described as be- 
ing in his 20s was shot to death in the 8100 
block of South Winchester Avenue and a 
27-year-old man was shot to death in the 7800 
block of South Union Avenue, according to 
information from the Cook County Medical 
Examiner’s Office. 

Auburn Gresham has seen 15 homicides 
so far this year, all gunshot deaths, RedEye 
determined. 

The community area recorded six homi- 
cides in the same period last year, RedEye 
found. 

In the last week, a fatal shooting was record- 
ed in Ashburn and a fatal beating occurred in 
Chicago Lawn, officials said. 

Also last week, the city’s 2010 homicide toll 
surpassed 250 victims. Chicago has seen 253 
homicides this year, as of Wednesday after- 
noon, RedEye determined. The city reached 
this threshold about the same time last year. 

Citywide, 35 homicides have been recorded 
so far this month, RedEye found. Police re- 
corded 58 homicides in July last year, RedEye

CITY COUNCIL OKS 24-HOUR AIRPORT LIQUOR SALES, 
3RD WAL-MART, HOLIDAY BRIDGE HOUSE DECORATIONS

Round-the-clock alcohol sales are on the way at pushcarts and 
restaurants at O’Hare and Midway, under a Daley administration 
plan the City Council adopted Wednesday 

The ordinance passed the council without dissent or discussion. 

The city Aviation Department will have the authority to sell 12 
licenses for pushcarts at O’Hare and five at Midway The pushcart 
licenses will cost $1,000 per year, and only companies that already 
have restaurant liquor licenses at the airports will be eligible. 

Several aldermen at a joint meeting this week of the Licensing 
and Aviation committees criticized the $1,000 price tag as too 
low for the privilege of selling beer and wine from pushcarts at 
the airports. 

But only Aid. Robert Fioretti (2nd) voted against the plan in 
committee. No aldermen opposed it at Wednesday’s meeting, 
though Fioretti later asked to be recorded as opposing it. 

There are 32 restaurants with liquor licenses at O’Hare, and 
II at Midway City Aviation Commissioner Rosemarie Andolino 
said the pushcart licenses would be rotated if more restaurants 
express interest than the allotted number of licenses. 

The ordinance also allows restaurants with liquor licenses to 
stay open and sell liquor around the clock at the airports. 

Currently, restaurants at the airports are prohibited from sell- 
ing liquor from 2 a.m.-y a.m. Mondays through Saturdays, and 
from 3 a.m.-io a.m. Sundays. 


In other City Council news 

» Aldermen voted 45-4 without discussion to approve a third 
Wal-Mart store, at 83rd Street and Stewart Avenue. That 
comes on the heels of the council's unanimous vote last 
month to allow a Wal-Mart to be built in Pullman. Prior to 
that, no Wal-Marts had opened in the city since 2006. That’s 
when the city’s first Wal-Mart opened in Austin. 

» Chicago’s iconic bridge houses could become more festive 
around the holidays, after the City Council approved a deal 
to attract corporate-sponsored decorations on the struc- 
tures. Corporations would each pay up to $1 million a year 
to decorate the houses at each of the city’s 14 most promi- 
nent bridge houses around Easter, July 4, Halloween and 
Christmas. 

»The City Council passed without dissent an ordinance stiff- 
ening penalties for owners of any property where city work- 
ers have to cut overgrown lawns or remove junk. The mini- 
mum penalty if city workers have to clean up a small mess 
on a property will be increased to $250 from $25 under the 
ordinance. The measure also specifies that if the city has to 
cut down tall weeds, the owner will be charged at least $500 
and up to $1,000 for the service, up from a current minimum 
fine of $100.

Weather aids wildfire fight 


LOS ANGELES Firefighters helped by 
cloud cover made headway Wednes- 
day against two blazes that destroyed at 
least three dozen homes as they roared 
through chaparral and pine forests at the 
southern tip of California’s Sierra Nevada 
mountains. 

Governor Arnold Schwarzenegger de- 
clared a state of emergency for Kern Coun- 
ty as property damage mounted from the 
two wildfires, one in the Sequoia National 
Forest and one to the south near the town 
ofTehachapi, west of Bakersfield. 

The two fires combined have scorched 
more than 17,000 acres, most in the brush- 
and pine-covered mountains of Sequoia 
National Forest, Kern County Fire De- 
partment spokesman Sean Collins said.

The healthy amounts of rain that 
eased California’s drought this winter 
and spring also have fostered greater 
growth of vegetation, which will pro- 
vide more potential fuel for wildfires in 
the state as it dries out over the course 
of the summer. 



That blaze, which started Monday after- 
noon and is believed to be human-caused, 
has destroyed eight homes and seven out- 
buildings in the middle of the forest, Col- 
lins said. About 30 more were threatened, 
and two firefighters suffered minor inju- 
ries, he said. 

But the smaller of the two fires, burning 


about 1,400 acres of rolling hills near Te- 
hachapi, was closer to populated areas and 
caused more property damage. 

He said 30 to 40 homes have been 
lost near Tehachapi since the blaze there 
erupted Tuesday with 150 other homes still 
threatened. But firefighters, helped by cool- 
er, moister weather, managed to cut con- 
tainment lines around 25 percent of the fire. 

“There was some cloud cover, which 
helped firefighters get in there and do 
some good work,” Collins said. The Se- 
quoia forest fire was 12 percent contained 
by late in the day 

The Department of Forestry and Fire 
Protection has sent 180 firefighters, plus 
six prison crews, to the blaze in the Se- 
quoia forest.

Spanish 
region bans 
bullfighting

FEDERAL JUDGE BLOCKS PART OF ARIZONA IMMIGRATION LAW

PHOENIX A federal judge on Wednesday bloclced 
the most controversial elements of Arizona’s 
new immigration law, thrilling the law’s oppo- 
nents, dismaying its advocates and setting the 
stage for more legal battles in the future. 

“We would have liked to have seen it all up- 
held, but a temporary injunction is not the end 
of it,” said Arizona Gov Jan Brewer, who signed 
the legislation in April. 

The governor said she was loolcing forward 
to getting started on the appeals process. “Jan 
Brewer is not a quitter,” she said. 

U.S. District Judge Susan Bolton halted imple- 
mentation of the parts of the law that require 
police to determine the immigration status of 
people they stop and thinlc are in the country 
illegally She also forbade the state from charg- 
ing anyone with failure to possess immigration 
documents, a crime under the new law 

In her 3 6 -page decision, Bolton wrote that the 
measure would have hamstrung the federal gov- 
ernment’s efforts to enforce immigration law 


HOW DO ARIZONANS FEEL? 

Polls have shown that Arizonans overwhelm- 
ingly support SB 1070. That was the view ex- 
pressed by Faye Yanez, 65, as she and husband 
were leaving a Home Depot in Tucson, Ariz. 
Yanez said she was disappointed by the ruling. 

“We feel slighted,” she said. “The state should 
have a right to take care of the state because 
the federal government isn’t doing anything.” 

Yanez, a schoolteacher, said the cost of 
health care and education are higher than they 




“The federal government’s ability to enforce 
its policies and achieve its objectives wiU be un- 
dermined by the state’s enforcement of statutes 
that interfere with federal law,” she wrote. 

The law’s supporters, who contended it was 
needed to stop illegal immigrants from coming 
to Arizona, vowed a swift appeal. 

Brewer, spealcing with reporters as she left 
the University of Arizona technology parlc, said 
she believes the law is constitutional. Brewer 


should be because of illegal immigrants in 
Arizona. “I have nothing against them getting 
health care or education, but have someone 
sponsor them,” she said. 

Susie Baker, 53, who remodels homes in 
Tucson, felt differently. 

“I am thrilled,” she said, as she headed into 
the store to return some items.

Poll: U.S. has complex 
opinions on Immigrants

Washington According to a CNN/Opinion 
Research Corporation national survey, the 
vast majority believe that most immigrants 
are basically good, honest people who are 
hard-working. However, nearly seven in ten 
say that immigrants are a burden on the tax- 
payer, 62 percent think they add to the crime 
problem, and 59 percent believe they take 
jobs away from Americans. 

The poll, released Wednesday asks about 
all people who have immigrated to other 
countries in the past 10 years, and not just 
about illegal immigrants in the U.S. 

“The results may explain why most Ameri- 
cans think that the policies that made the 
U.S. a ‘melting pot’ strengthened the country 
a century ago but do not make the country 
stronger today” said CNN Polling Director 
Keating Holland. 

Taking the “melting pot” metaphor a bit 
further, do Americans think that immigrants 
should maintain their own culture, or blend 
into the existing culture in this country? 

“Two-thirds of whites say that immigrants 
should give up some important aspects of 
their culture to blend in; only about four in 
10 Hispanics, and an equal number of blacks, 
agree with that view,” Holland said. 

And what about the ‘American dream” that 
attracts so many immigrants to this country?

According to the survey 45 percent of 
whites say they have achieved the American 
dream, compared to 38 percent of Hispanics 
and only 23 percent of blacks.

Busloads of demonstrators were arriving 
from L.A. and were expected to join large 
numbers of locals protesting the measure 
Thursday morning. Maricopa County Sheriff 
Joe Arpaio— whose campaign against illegal 
immigrants has made him a widely popular, if 
controversial, figure here— had said he would 
open a new section of his outdoor tent jail 
that he is dubbing “Section 1070,” where he 
intended to house illegal immigrants detained 
as a result of the law 

Arpaio, whose high-rise offices in down- 
town Phoenix were to be targeted by demon- 
strators Thursday, released a statement before 
Bolton’s ruling warning that he would not tol- 
erate lawbreakers.

White does 
double duty

It was just a matter 
of time before the 
conversation wound 
around to Winston 
Churchill. Two 
questions, really: 

That’s the charm 
of interviewing White 
snowboarding and 

skateboarding star Shaun White. You can 
design a well-thought-out plan of chatter, 
but that would be predictable and boring, 
two words not belonging in any sentence 
with White’s name. 

Option two: Let White seize the con- 
versation and run with it, taking the talk 
where it needs to go. 

This on-ramp led to Churchill when talk 
moved to the inevitable hangover facing 
almost all athletes following a hugely suc- 
cessful turn— and in this case, a Double 
McTwist 1260 by White in \^ncouver— 
and resulting in a gold medal for the snow- 
boarder in the halfpipe at the Olympics. 

‘A friend of mine 
was talking about how Winston Churchill 
would come out of battles and wouldn’t 
know what to do with himself 

“Tbu’re thrust into these interviews: 
What’s the next big trick? Like, I have no 
motivation to do anything awesome right 
now But that’s why skateboarding is so 
cool. It’s a total change of gears.” 

White will be competing in two X 
Games events. Skateboard Vert and Skate- 
board ^^rt best trick final, both Friday at 
Nokia Theatre. 

Most recollections of the Winter Olym- 
pics in \^ncouver hit upon two transcen- 
dent moments — the gold-medal men’s 
hockey game between Canada and the U.S. 
and White’s near-flawless second halfpipe 
run. 

White not only captured gold, but he 
also helped NBC do the same, more or less, 
delivering a ratings bonanza that night. 

Which begs the question: Surely 
couldn’t skateboarding hit the same note 
at the Summer Olympics? 

“I’m surprised skateboarding is not in 
already,” White said. “I’m sure it’ll be on 
its way”

Boil the history of action sports down to its essence, and a single question emerges: 
Can you top this? That concept has driven the sport’s growth for decades, and the 
X Games does the same, adding new events or twists to old ones seemingly every 
year.

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8 things to know about 
Benchmark, the airy new 
bar in Old Town

Four Corners Tavern Group is kind 
of like the Gap of Chicago bars. 

It’s not too edgy; It’s not too 
staid. It does what it does well and 
doesn’t stray too far. For the Gap, that’s khakis. For 
Four Corners, it’s tasty bar food and a comfy vibe for 
sports-watching and socializing. And with a mini-em- 
pire in Chicago— Gaslight and Kirkwood in Lincoln 
Park, Schoolyard in Lakeview, Sidebar in the Loop, 
Brownstone in North Center and West End in the 
West Loop— it clearly is doing fine. 

Though soon-to-open Benchmark in Old Town 
has some attention-getting bells and whistles— not 
to mention it’s Four Corners’ biggest hangout yet— it 
stays true to the group’s mainstream appeal. We fully 
expect it’ll be the talk of the neighborhood well into 
the winter. Here’s what you need to know now 

I Old Town can’t wait for this place to open. The 

proof is in the nose prints on the front window 
from curious passersby. Pending last-minute prep- 
arations, the bar could open as soon as next week. 

2 Forget about getting rained out. The 100- 

person rooftop beer garden has a retractable 
roof. The angled greenhouse-like roof that cov- 
ers part of the bar is made from glass panels that slide 
side to side to let in fresh air. A cutout in the center of 
the rooftop floor lets the sun shine right through to the 
main bar on the ground floor, and windows along the 
bar’s front slide wide open. Sidewalk seating along Wells 
Street also is in the works for next spring. 


3 It has a really cool TV. Or TVs, rather. Sports- 
watching is a priority, so the main bar features 
a video wall made from six 42-inch flat-screen 
panels (below). Because the panels have virtually no 
frame (just a 1.5 millimeter space between each), “you 
can have one game on each panel or you can combine 
them into one panel,” says director Ryan Indovina.

4 The food menu reads like a Four 
Corners greatest hits list. You can 

chow down on Schoolyard’s Merkts 
Cheddar-topped burger, Gaslight’s Cuban sand- 
wich, thin-crust pizzas just like at West End and 
salads from Sidebar. 

5 There’s plenty of new eats too. Think 
Korean barbecue steak tacos, tzatziki- 
drizzled mini-turkey burgers and deep- 
fried coins of fresh mozzarella. 

6 Expect plenty to drink with no 

fishbowls in sight (at least for now). 

Forget the fluorescent vats slurped on 
Kirkwood’s patio. Benchmark has its own sum- 
mery cocktail list that, while not on the cutting 
edge of mixology, leans a little craftier. The Gin 
Blossom ($10) rides the botanical gin trend 
by mixing Hendrick’s gin with St. Germain el- 
derflower liqueur, lemon juice and sauvignon 
blanc in a big ol’ pint glass. The wine list is 
twice as large as other Four Corners bars, and 
all draft beers are eligible for a $2 upgrade that 
buys you 20 ounces in a frozen glass. 

7 This address was the site of Crate 
& Barrei’s second store in Chicago. 

How’s this for bar trivia? The furniture 
store opened its first location in 1962 inside 
an old elevator factory a few blocks south 
on Wells Street before relocating to 1510 N. 
Wells, where the south half of Benchmark now 
resides. 

8 Yes, you can order a skiliet cookie. 

The only dessert dutifully served up 
for $8 at the other Four Corners spots 
will be here, but it’ll cost you $9. They’ve gotta 
pay for that fancy retractable roof somehow, 
right?

Lots of Chicago restaurants welcome diners toting favorite bottles of wine and 
beer, but in the heat of summer, you have a fleeting chance to BYOB to more 
unlikely locales. As long as you know the rules— and how to pack— you don’t have 
to limit yourself to indoor venues. Here’s the lowdown on alternative spaces for 
public consumption. 


Millennium Park 

Alcohol is permitted during most concerts 
in Millennium Park. For nearly all events, 
you may bring glass bottles and cans into the 
seating bowl and onto the great lawn. One 
notable exception: ticketed events, when 
concert rules are determined by an outside 
vendor. Check first. 

How to pack: Keep it simple. Grab some 
snacks and a screw-capped bottle (to keep 
wine sealed and spill-free between pours) for 
park picnicking. The El Hada verdejo blend 
from Rueda, Spain, is favorite at nearby 
Pastoral for its bright, citrus finish; the Koro 
merlot-pinot blend from northern Italy is 
perfect with cured meats and strong cheeses. 
Both are an approachable $13.99.

your booze cruise. (Heads up, Lollapalooza 
attendees— no beer for you!) 

How to pack: For a trip to Ravinia from 
Ogilvie Transportation Center, I recommend 
packing light. Now that many craft; brew- 
ers are using cans, it’s easy to find a tasty, 
self-contained beverage that travels well. I 
love Ska Brewing’s ESB ($ 10.49/six-pack), a 
mild, creamy, sessionable brew that has tons 
of flavor but won’t make you sleepy halfway 
through the show. If your train leaves from 
Union Station, both the CVS inside the 
station and Pastoral’s outpost in the French 
Market stock a good to-go selection of wine, 
beer and snacks. 

Just remember: The trick is discretion. 

Make things easy for yourself by coming 
prepared with recyclable or glass drinkware. 
Be a conscientious and litter-free BYOB-er, 
lest these great policies get ruined!

“Project Runwa/’ returns for its eighth season Thursday with a big- 
ger format, more contestants and bitchier judging. 

Judges Heidi Klum, Michael Kors and Nina Garcia— as well as 
the first guest judge, Selma Blair— may seem badder because, 
with the expanded 90-minute episodes, viewers get more 
chances to watch them savagely dress down the designers. 

They do just that in the 8 p.m. premiere on Lifetime, when six 
designers land in what used to be called “the bottom three.” 

The new format isn’t changing the show, mentor Tim Gunn 
said during a conference call last week, but viewers simply get to see a 
lot more of what really happens. 

“When I reflect upon Season 7, we barely see the Q&A between 
the judges and the designers,” he told reporters. “We barely hear 
anything out of the deliberation. You get a sound bite, when in fact 
the Q&A and the deliberation go on anywhere from four to six hours. 
So you think about it, if you just want to be a fly on the wall, it’s very 
easy to fill in that [extra] time.” 

As for the ruthlessness of the first episode, Gunn and Klum have 
said that they remain honest. 

“When there are things that I dislike, I tell them,” Klum told the 
Ft. Worth StarTelegraph. “But I’m not purposely mean.” 

Here are a few more sound bites from Klum, Gunn and Lake 
Forest resident Peach Carr, who at age 50 is the oldest contestant on 
“Project Runway”
